Extra  Sugar  for  Cough  Medicines. — The 

[Ministry  of  Food  announces  that,  in  the 
view  of  the  present  exceptional  demand  for 
cough  and  cold  medicines,  a  supplementary 
allocation  of  sugar  is  being  granted,  for 
the  current  period  only,  to  chemists,  doc- 
tors, and  wholesale  druggists  for  the  manu- 
facture of  medicines  under  official  formulas. 
Arrangements  have  accordingly  been  made 
for  the  issue  to  this  class  of  user  of  supple- 
mentary permits  for  an  amount  of  sugar 
corresponding  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  existing 
allocation. 

Defence  (Sale  of  Food)  Regulation,  1943. 

— The  Ministry  of  Food  directs  the  atten- 
tion of  all  food  manufacturers  to  Regulation 
1  of  the  Defence  (Sale  of  Food)  Regulations, 
I943>  under  which  it  becomes,  after 
January  1,  1944,  an  offence  to  publish  or 
be  a  party  to  the  publication  of  an  adver- 
tisement which  falsely  describes  any  food 
or  is  otherwise  calculated  to  mislead  as  to 
its  nature,  substance  or  quality,  or,  in 
particular,  as  to  its  nutritional  or  dietary 
value.  The  Ministry  invites  all  advertisers, 


between  now  and  the  close  of  the  year,  to 
scrutinise  most  carefully  their  advertise- 
ments for  foods,  so  that  any  current  state- 
ments which  might  infringe  the  Defence 
(Sale  of  Food)  Regulations  may  be  deleted 
or  amended. 

Invert  Sugar  and  Glucose. — The  Minister 
of  Food  has  made  two  Orders,  (a)  consoli- 
dating the  Invert  Sugar  (Maximum  Whole- 
sale Prices)  (No.  2)  Order,  1940,  with  the 
amending  Order  of  1942,  and  (b)  consoli- 
dating the  Liquid  Glucose  (Maximum 
Prices)  Order,  1941,  with  that  part  of  the 
Glucose  (Control)  Order,  1940,  which  is 
still  in  operation.  The  new  consolidating 
Orders  come  into  force  on  December  26, 
maximum  prices  for  invert  sugar  and  liquid 
glucose  remaining  unaltered. 

Cosmetics. — Mr.  Walkden  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  Parlia- 
ment on  December  14  whether  he  knew  that 
several  retailers  had  recently  advertised 
that  lipsticks,  face  powder,  rouge  and  other 
cosmetics  would  no  longer  be  available  for 
sale  after  January  next  and  were  thereby 
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obtaining  high  prices  for  existing  stocks, 
and  what  steps  he  was  taking  to  stop  that 
form  of  profiteering.  Mr.  Dalton,  in  a 
written  reply,  said  that,  far  from  reducing 
the^  supply  of  toilet  preparations,  he  was 
allowing  registered  manufacturers  to  in- 
crease their  supplier  of  cosmetic  prepara- 
tions from  January  t. 

Morphine  Theft. — On  November  30,  the 
premises  of  Strode,  Cosh  &  Penfold, 
chemists,  210  Cheltenham  Road,  Bristol, 
were  broken  into  and  900  morphine  tablets 
in  thirty-six  tubes  were  stolen.  Nothing 
else  was  taken. 

Chemical     Workers'     Agreement. — An 

agreement  has  been  reached  between  the 
Chemical  Workers'  Union  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  Supervisory  Staffs  and  Engineering 
Technicians  in  relation  to  trade  union 
organisation  in  the  chemical  industry  and 
allied  trades. 

Inquest. — At  Bristol,  on  December  1,  a 
verdict  of  suicide  while  in  a  distressed 
condition  of  mind  was  returned  at  an 
inquest  on  a  seventy-year-old  Somerset 
woman,  who  died  as  the  result  of  taking 
"anything  up  to  twenty-five"  Allonal 
tablets. 

Association  for  Scientific  Photography. — 

The  subject  dealt  with  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Association  for  Scientific  Photo- 
graphy was  the  "Technique  of  Recording 
Cathode-ray  Oscillograph  Traces."  The 
speakers  were  Messrs.  W.  Nethercot  and 
N.  Hendry. 

Liquid  Paraffin  Used  for  Cooking. — A 

correspondent  in  the  "Sheffield  Telegraph" 
recently  described  how  the  use  of  liquid 
paraffin  as  a  fat  substitute  in  cakes 
and  pastries  had  exhausted  stocks  of  this 
commodity  in  a  local  pharmacy.  Although 
the  chemist  asked  customers  if  the  paraffin 
was  to  be  used  medicinally,  he  was  bound 
to  supply,  because  the  answer  was  almost 
invariably  "Yes." 

Northern  Ireland  Examination  Results. — 

The  following  candidates  were  successful  in 
the  winter  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland :  Final 
Qualifying :  Arthur  Billing  Angus ;  Jane 
Bridget  Devlin;  Thomas  Matthew  Glass;

Retail    Traders'    Post-war    Licensing. — 

Replying  to  a  question  on  December  14 
on  the  subject  of  the  licensing  of  retail] 
shops  after  the  war,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  said  that  so  long  as  licensing 
continued  during  the  transition  period,  it 
would  be  operated  so  as  to  facilitate  the 
return  to  their  former  businesses  of  persons 
on  the  Board  of  Trade  Register  of  With- 
drawing Retail  Traders.  In  suitable  cases, 
disabled  persons  selected  in  co-operation 
with  the  Minister  of  Labour  would  also  be 
granted  licences  to  enable  them  to  enter 
non-food  retail  trades.  The  existing  arrange- 
ments for  the  granting  of  retail  licences 
would  be  continued  during  the  transitional 
period  but  would  be  expanded  in  the 
directions  he  had  indicated.  He  asked 
members  to  give  the  utmost  publicity  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  register.  Every  trader 
who  got  on  the  register  wpuld  be  entitled 
to  return  to  his  business  after  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  in  Europe.  On  the  other  hand, 
those  who  did  not  get  on  the  register  would 
have  to  be  looked  at  a  second  time. 

Ulster  Drug  Trade  Wages. — A  new  wages 
scale  for  the  drug  trade  has  been  fixed  by 
the  National  Arbitration  Tribunal  (Northern 
Ireland)  on  a  claim  by  certain  employees 
of  members  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion. Since  December  1,  apprentices'  rates 
are  from  £30  in  the  first  year,  rising  to  £70 
in  the  fourth ;  unqualified  assistants,  on 
completion  of  four  years'  apprenticeship,  ^3 
to  £4  10s. ;  shop  assistants,  not  having 
served  an  apprenticeship,  £2  10s.  at  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  rising  to  ^3  10s.  at  twenty- 
five  and  over;  qualified  chemists,  £4  in 
first  year  to  £6  in  the  fourth  and  there- 
after; qualified  chemists  with  administra- 
tive responsibility,  10s.  more  than  the  rate 
for  a  qualified  chemist;  locum  tenentes, 
not  less  than  the  rate  for  a  chemist  with 
administrative  responsibliity.  There  is  to 
be  a  working  week  of  forty-eight  hours, 
including  Sunday,  with  facilities  for  appren- 
tices to  attend  lectures  during  working 
hours,  and  a  twelve-day  holiday  period, 
with  pay,  each  year,  in  addition  to  six 
fixed  holidays.  The  overtime  rate  is 
time-and-a-half. 

Manchester  Views  on  1953  Pharmacy. — 
A  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  and  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  on  December 
8,  was  arranged  by  the  Junior  Branch  of  the 
Association,  whose  vice-chairman  (Mr.  T.  B. 
Chadwick)  presided.    Mr.   G.  H.  Haines, 
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?h.C,  for  the  seniors,  and  Mr.  W.  Robson, 
VI. P. S.,  for  the  juniors,  introduced  a  dis- 
cussion on  "Looking  Forward:  Pharmacy 
n  1953."  Mr.  Haines  said  that  in  the  next 
lecade  all  connected  with  pharmacy  must 
lo  their  best  to  enhance  the  public  estimate 
)f  the  pharmacist.  Many  people  were;  at 
present,  utterly  ignorant  of  his  capabilities. 
Ten  years  hence  there  would  be  a  definite 
;xtension  of  dispensing,  and  if  the  State 
)r  municipal  dispensaries  were  introduced 
;he  pharmacist  must  take  his  right  place 
n  them.  Pharmacists  must  fit  themselves 
to  take  part  in  modernised  methods  of 
treatment  and  prevention  of  disease.  By 
support  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  movement 
md  the  application  of  C.F.  standards  in 
the  marketing  and  advertising  of  proprie- 
taries, pharmacists  should  be  well  on  the 
way  in  1953  towards  adoption  of  the 
principle  of  "Medicines  from  the  Phar- 
macist." Mr.  Robson  said  pharmacy  in  1953 
depended  upon  what  pharmacists  did  in 
1943.  Faults  of  the  pre-war  period  were 
due  to  submission  to  economic  conditions 
instead  of  asserting  authority  over  them. 
In  1953  he  visualised  (a)  stores  selling  ever- 
thing  at  cut  prices ;  (b)  pharmacists  dealing 
in  drugs ;  dispensing ;  giving  service  or 
advice,  the  important  link  between  doctor 
and  patient ;  (c)  the  limitation  of  phar- 
macies by  law;  (d)  scientifically-equipped 
pharmacies ;  (e)  all  dispensing  done  by 
pharmacists. 

Public  Pharmacists'  Policy. — In  an  ad- 
dress to  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists,  on  December  11,  Mr. 
W.  E.  Phillipson  stated  that  apprehension 
was  felt  in  some  quarters  at  the  direction 
the  Guild's  policy  was  taking,  some  members 
feeling  that  the  present  policy  was  in  con- 
flict with  the  original  objects.  He  claimed, 
however,  that  the  Guild  had  not  strayed 
from,  but  had  amplified,  the  objects  of  its 
founders.  These  were  the  study  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy ;  advancement  of  members'  welfare ; 
arrangement  of  meetings  for  discussion 
or  the  reading  of  papers;  education 
of  the  public  as  to  the  training  and 
attainments  of  pharmacists ;  promotion 
of  social  intercourse ;  presentation  of 
members'  views  on  legislation  affecting 
pharmacy ;  and  such  other  matters  as  might 
be  considered  desirable.  When  the  Guild's 
membership  had  been  more  or  less  con- 
fined to  London,  and  when  the  role  of  the 
hospital  pharmacist  was  considered  of  little 
importance,  it  had  been  necessary  to  pro- 
mote social  intercourse  and  to  educate  the 
hospital  authorities  about  the  pharmacist's 
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capabilities.  Gradually  the  idea  began  to 
catch  on  that  the  hospital  pharmacist  had 
an  important  part  to  play  in  hospital  organ- 
isation. Authorities  all  over  the  country 
began  to  employ  qualified  persons  where 
in  the  past  only  unqualified  had  been 
engaged,  or  to  demand  pharmacists  with 
higher  qualifications.  The  Guild  now  found 
that  it  could  not  rest  on  its  oars.  At  the 
recent  annual  meeting  it  had  passed  a  reso- 
lution that  necessitated  a  revision  of  the 
rules  and  constitution,  and  the  Guild  was 
destined  in  the  future  to  become  a  trade 
union  in  every  sense. 

Pharmaceutical   Corps  Arrangements. — 

The  following  information  is  taken  from  a 
circular  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Corps  :  Examinations. — The  next  examina- 
tions are  being  held  in  January  1944,  and 
entries  must  be  received ,  not  later  than 
January  1.  The  examinations  will  be  held 
at  the  Hospital  for  Women,  Soho  Square, 
London,  W.i  (written  papers  in  the  mem- 
bers' training  hospitals).  Fees  are  as  fol- 
lows :  Anatomy  and  physiology,  7s.  6d. ; 
first-aid,  7s.  6d. ;  nursing,  10s.  6d.  Re- 
examination fees  are  the  same.  Badges. — 
Cloth  badges  (to  be  stitched  on  uniforms, 
etc.)  are  now  available  to  those  members 
who  have  passed  the  examinations  in 
anatomy  and  physiology  and  first-aid, 
price  5s.  6d.,  post  free,  from  Mr.  T.  C. 
Neville  Booth,  44  Cannon  Hill,  London, 
N.14.  An  additional  flash  for  those  who 
have  passed  the  nursing  examination  will 
shortly  be  available.  Practice  Classes. — 
The  practice  classes  for  members  who  have 
passed  the  first-aid  examinations  will  com- 
mence early  in  January,  and  will  be  held 
at  the  Hospital  for  Women,  Soho  Square, 
London,  W.i.  There  is  no  fee  for  members 
and  the  course  will  last  for  twelve  weeks. 
Those  wishing  to  attend  should  send  in 
their  names  as  soon  as  possible  to  Mr.  J. 
Ross-Mansell,  25  St.  Margaret's  Road, 
Edgware,  Middlesex.  The  classes  will  be 
held  once  a  week  (probably  on  Friday  even- 
ings), and  are  restricted  to  those  members 
who  have  passed  the  examination.

Canadian  Prices  for  Fish  Liver  Oils.— 

Maximum  prices  at  which  processors  of 
dogfish  liver  oil  or  mudshark  liver  oil  may- 
sell  their  product  for  domestic  consumption 
have  been  set  in  an  order  announced 
recently  by  the  oils  and  fats  administrator. 

Child's  Life  Saved  by  Penicillin. — Peni- 
cillin has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  a 
ten-year-old  child  at  Hamilton  General 
Hospital,  Ontario.  This  is  the  first  time 
the  drug  has  been  used  in  civilian  practice 
in  Canada,  penicillin  being  produced  chiefly 
for  the  United  States  Army. 

Four  Hours'  Cut  Leaves  Twelve-hour 
Day. — "When  the  help  shortage  became 
acute,"  writes  Mr.  Frank  Tartar,  Montreal, 
in  "Drug  Merchandising,"  August  i,  "this 
pharmacy  along  with  about  fifteen  others 
in  the  neighbourhood  began  early  closing. 
They  lopped  about  four  hours  a  day  off. 
Hours  now  are  nine  to  nine." 

Amphetamine    Inhalers    in    Canada. — 

Because  the  Canadian  Department  of 
Pensions  and  National  Health  found  that 
certain  purchasers  of  amphetamine  (Ben- 
zedrine) inhalers  were  extracting  the  drug 
and  using  it  for  hypodermic  injections, 
these  items  have  now  been  added  to  the 
list  of  preparations  for  which  a  prescription 
is  required  in  Canada. 

Pharmacologist  on  "  A  Major  Curse."— 

Dr.  Velyien  E.  Henderson  (head  of  the 
department  of  pharmacology,  University 
of  Toronto)  said  recently  that  if  Canada 
had  a  law  similar  to  that  -  enforced  in 
republican  France,  whereby  a  medicine 
could  not  be  patented,  "danger  and  con- 
fusion would  be  removed  for  physicians 
and  pharmacists,  who  are  plagued  by  the 
number  of  trade  names  applied  to  a  simple 
drug."  Certain  well-known  drugs  were  put 
out  under  as  many  as  twenty  or  thirty 
private  trade  names,  and  the  practice  had. 
become  a  major  curse v 

Argentine    Advertising    Restrictions. — A 

decree  recently  issued  by  the  Argentine 
Government  regulates  the  manufacture, 
marketing  and  advertising  of  pharma- 
ceutical products.  All  advertisements  must 
be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Health;  no 
illustration  may  be  used  in  newspaper  and 
printed  advertising,  and  window  display 
advertising  is  prohibited.  All  "essential" 
employees  in  pharmaceutical  industries 
must  be  registered  pharmacists,  and  a 
limitation  is  placed  on  gross  profits  by 
means  of  price  control.   Profits  on  foreign 


pharmaceutical  and  related  products  are 
limited  to  6  per  cent,  on  net  landed  costs. 

Canadian  Quinine  Pool. — Establishment 
of  a  Canadian  quinine  pool,  intended  to 
recover  small  quantities  of  quinine  and 
related  cinchona  derivatives  in  the  hands 
of  physicians  and  pharmacists,  is  an- 
nounced by  the  Department  of  Munitions 
and  Supply.  The  pool  will  have  its  head- 
quarters at  the  office  of  the  Chemicals 
Controller,  Montreal,  and  contributions  are 
being  solicited  through  a  joint  appeal  made 
on  behalf  of  the  armed  forces  fighting  in 
malaria-infested  areas.  An  effort  will  be 
made  to  recover  the  thousands  of  ounces  of 
these  drugs  now  frozen  in  the  stocks  of 
doctors'  private  dispensaries  and  retail  and 
hospital  pharmacies. 

A  Trade  Mark  Action. — In  the  Superior 
Court,  Montreal,  recently,  a  perpetual 
injunction  was  granted  to  the  Grove 
Laboratories,  Inc.,  Wilmington,  Delaware, 
U.S.A.,  restraining  Jean  Menard  and  Joseph 
Bessonet,  traders,  Montreal,  and  the  Grove ' 
Brome  Co.,  from  infringing  the  registered 
trade  mark,  Bromo-quinine ;  defendants 
were  ordered  to  pay  too  dollars  and  costs. 
The  judgment  recorded  that  defendants 
infringed  the  company's  trade  mark  by 
printing  on  boxes  containing  their  own 
products  the  words  "Bromo-quinine"  with 
the  prefix  "Mono"  in  small  type.  Evidence 
brought  forward  established  confusion  in 
the  mind  of  the  public  between  the  product 
of  the  plaintiff  and  that  of  the  defendants. 

Indian  Hemp  in  the  Levant. — As  the 

result  of  two  personal  visits  to  the  Lebanon 
and  Syria,  Sir  J.  W.  Russell  (Director  of 
the  Central  Narcotic  Bureau)  was  able  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  British  and 
Fighting  French  authorities  in  eradicating 
Indian  hemp  throughout  large  areas  of  the 
Lebanon  and  Syria.  A  report  made  to 
General  Catroux  in  July  1942  put  on 
record  that  there  were  150  hectares  of 
Indiart  hemp  under  cultivation  in  the 
Levant  States,  producing  seventy-five  tons 
of  dry  raw  and  sixty  tons  of  prepared 
Indian  hemp  annually.  Of  this  acreage,  • 
ninety  hectares  had  been  cleared  of  the 
plant  during  the  period  reported  on.  The 
British  Security  Mission  in  Syria  and  the 
Lebanon,  under  instructions  from  General 
Sir  Henry  Maitland  Wilson  (Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  British  Ninth  Army)  and 
in  co-operation  with  the  Surete  Generale, 
prohibited  the  cultivation  of  Indian  hemp 
and  proceeded  to  eradicate  the  growing  crop.

'he  Influenza  Epidemic  ' 

Your  public-spirited  action  in  taking  up 
vith  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  question  of 
eferring  the  recruitment  of  pharmacists 
or  the  Forces  (p.  623)  has  earned  the  thanks 
>f  all  concerned  with  the  supply  of  medi- 
ines  to  the  public.  Incidentally,  those  of 
rour  subscribers  who  receive  their  copies  of 
he  C.  6-  D.  on  Friday  mornings  obtained 
he  news  in  advance  of  most  citizens ;  for 
'The  Times,"  usually  very  prompt  with 
)fncial  announcements,  did  not  disclose  the 
lecison  till  last  Saturday.  As  av  matter  of 
act  the  suspension  of  the  call-up  comes 
ate  in  the  course  of  the  present  epidemic 
)f  influenza.  In  the  issue  of  "The  Times" 
■eferred  to,  it  was  mentioned  that  London 
bounty  Council  statistics  for  the  first  four 
lays  of  the  week  ended  December  18  in- 
cluded 396  removals  to  hospital  of  patients 
suffering  from  influenza  or  associated  com- 
plaints, compared  with  527  in  the  corre- 
sponding four  days  of  the  previous  week 
md  498  in  those  of  the  week  before  that. 
This  record  indicates  that  in  London  the 
3eak  of  the  epidemic  has  been  passed ;  a 
similar  decline  may,  before  this  paragraph 
ippears,  have  been  noted  in  other  large 
centres  of  population  where  statistics  of 
this  kind  are  entered.  The  apparent  tardi- 
ness of  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  of 
Labour  in  realising  the  urgent  need  for  an 
adequate  dispensing  service  in  this  emer- 
gency may  be  attributed  to  the  routine  of 
;onsultation  and  circulation  of  official 
memoranda  that  is  no  doubt  regarded  as 
indispensable  at  such  times.  However, 
better  late  than  never. 

Complications  of  Control 

Anyone  who  has  not  yet  realised  that 
control  in  the  drug  trade  has  become,  to 
put  it  mildly,  complex  may  be  advised  to 
consider  the  following  items  in  your  last 
week's  issue :  (1)  The  editorial  article 
"Confusion  Worse  Confounded"  (p.  624); 
(2)  "Who  Shall  Control  Pharmacy?" 
(p.  620) ;  (3)  the  correspondence  on  p.  634. 
Putting  these  three  features  side  by  side, 
one  is  reminded  of  "The  House  that  Jack 
Built."  Before  long  it  will  be  difficult,  at 
this  rate,  to  discover  who  controls  what, 
and  to  whom  one  should  apply  in  the  first 
instance  for  any  information  on  the  subject. 
The  work  of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee  is  a  case  in  point.  This 
Committee,  it  appears,  reports  to  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
intervals,  but  is  not  subject  to  any  control 


by  the  Council.  Each  of  its  findings  is 
presumably  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  which  in  due  course  consults  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service: 
these  Ministries  decide,  I  gather,  which  of 
them  shall  issue  an  Order  based  on  the 
Committee's  recommendation.  It  is  clear 
that  this  procedure  takes  up  a  good  deal  of 
time ;  and  though  in  a  sense  the  cumbrous 
machinery,  when  set  in  motion,  ■  is  helping 
the  war  effort,  it  is  not  furthering  the 
"getting  on  with  the  war"  at  a  speed 
commensurate  with  the  general  rhythm  of 
the  country's  war  work.  In  other  words, 
it  is  creating  a  kind  of  bottleneck  in  time 
measured  in  terms  of  energy  and  to  that 
extent  acts  as  a  brake. 

Aloes  in  Medicine 

Your  query  about  the  introduction  of 
aloes  into  Britain  (p.  621)  serves  as  'a 
reminder  of  the  age-long  popularity  of  this 
substance  in  medicine.  The  drug  is  men- 
tioned in  the  Ebers  papyrus  (circa  1550  B.C.), 
and,  as  might  be  expected,  in  the  Herbal 
of  Dioscorides,  written  during  the  first  cen- 
tury of  the  present  era.  In  a  contributed 
article  (C.  &  D.,  1942,  II,  228),  a  passage 
was  quoted  giving  hints  for  selection  when 
purchasing  stock:  "But  chuse  thou  the 
pure  and  undeceitful,  and  unstonie,  glitter- 
ing, yellowish,  brittle,  liver-like.  .  .  .  But 
the  black  and  hard  to  be  broken,  refuse. 
But  they  counterfeit  it  with  gum.  .  .  ." 
When  reading  early  medical  books  and 
manuscripts,  one  is  struck  by  the  promin- 
ence of  aloes  in  pills ;  it  is  safe  to  estimate 
that  in  frequency  it  forms  about  50  per 
cent,  of  all  pills  having  a  pedigree  of,  say, 
five  centuries,  though  in  weight  the  average 
percentage  is  somewhat  smaller.  Taking 
the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  as  an 
example,  a  translation  of  the  London  and 
and  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeias  published 
in  1747  comprises  the  formulas  of  twenty- 
four  pills,  twelve  of  which  contain  "succo- 
trine"  aloes.  The  same  Pharmacopoeias 
included  balsamum  traumaticum  (now 
known  as  compound  tincture  of  benzoin), 
with  aloes  as  an  ingredient ;  they  also  had 
an  elixir  of  aloes,  a  spirituous  preparation 
with  aloes,  myrrh  and  saffron  as  its  solid 
constituents.  In  the  Edinburgh  Pharma- 
copoeia the  myrrh  was  powdered,  made  into 
a  soft  paste  with  salt  of  tartar  and  dried 
before  mixing  with  the  other  items.  The 
materia  medica  of  these  volumes  also 
recognised  a  substance  called  "Horse,  liver 

coiour'd"  aloes.  Xrayser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Committed  for  Trial. — Recently,  at  Bow 
Street,  London,  police  court,  George 
Denver  Browne,  Pitsea,  Essex,  and  Francis 
G.  St.  John,  Hornchurch,  both  herbalists, 
were  committed  for  trial  on  charges  of 
conspiring  to  procure  illegal  operations. 

Extension  of  Patent. — Mr.  Justice 
Simonds,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
December  17,  granted  an  extension  of  two 
and  a  half  years  in  the  life  of  a  patent  "  for 
improvements  in  the  preparation  of  stable 
medicinal  salts  of  acetylsalicylic  acid." 
The  application  was  made  on  behalf  of 
Dr.  Myer  Coplan,  a  medical  practitioner, 
the  owner  of  the  patent,  while  J.  C.  Eno, 
Ltd.,  were  parties  to  the  application, 
which  had  relation  to  the  manufacture  of 
calcium  aspirin. 

Alleged  Cancer  Treatment. — At  Carlow 
District  Court,  recently,  Robert  Harris, 
Ballykillane,  Hacketstown,  co.  Carlow,  was 
sent  for  trial  to  the  Carlow  Circuit  Court  on 
charges  of  manslaughter  arising  out  of  an 
alleged  cancer  treatment.  Accused  said 
that  James  Stynes,  whose  death  occurred  on 
September  9,  came  to  him  with  a  black, 
raw-looking  sore  on  his  left  breast,  for 
which  he,  Harris,  made  up  a  mixture  in 
powder  form.  This  he  told  Stynes  to  work 
into  a  paste  with  the  white  of  an  egg  and 
apply  to  the  sore.  He  made  no  specific 
charge  for  treatment.  The  plaster,  which 
was  for  external  use  only,  was  poisonous 
if  taken  inwardly.  It  had  not  previously 
done  any  harm,  even  when  applied  to  the 
lips.  He  did  not  advertise  or  issue  circulars. 
He  told  the  superintendent  that  the  pink 
powder  was  arsenic,  the  white  powder 
corrosive  sublimate,  and  the  brown  powder 
a  preparation  of  his  own  made  from  herbs 
gathered  on  his  farm.  He  refused  to  give 
the  names  of  the  herbs  or  the  method  of 
preparing  the  powder.  Thomas  Connolly, 
M.P.S.I.,  Hacketstown,  stated  that  the 
accused  had  purchased  arsenic  from  him 
on  twenty-seven  occasions  since  1919, 

Pharmacy  Act  Cases. — At  Norwich,  on 
November  30,  William  Lionel  Blofield 
Coleman,  M.P.S.,  9  St.  Augustine's  Street, 
was  fined  a  total  of  £1  and  costs  on  charges 
of  selling  a  substance  containing  poison  in 
a  container  not  properly  labelled  and  for 
selling  it 'as  an  unauthorised  person.  An 
inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  prosecuted,  stated  that  Mr.  Coleman 
was  entitled  to  carry  on  a  drug  store  under 
the  name  de  Carle  in  addition  to  premises 
at  which  he  was  director  of  a  pharmacy.

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CENTENARY  OF  WILLIAM  ALLEN'S  DEATH 


AT  Lindfield,  Sussex,  on  December  30, 
l\  1843,  there  passed  away  one  of  the 
JL  jL  most  remarkable  men  of  his  genera- 
tion :  William  Allen,  pharmacist,  scientist, 
philanthropist,  humanitarian,  and  Quaker. 
His  name  is  familiar  to  pharmacists  as  the 
first  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society;  his  passing,  just  over  two-and-a- 
half  years  from  the  date  of  the  founding  of 
the  Society  (at  the  famous  "tea-party" 
over  the  Oxford  Street  pharmacy)  was  not 
unexpected,  as  he  was  a  tired  man  of 
seventy-three.  Many  entries  in  his  diary 
testify  to  the  fact  that  he  was  never  robust  ; 
his  indomitable  spirit,  however,  helped  him 
to  surmount  obstacles  such  as  spells  of 
ill-health  and  a  somewhat  retiring  dis- 
position, which  characterised  him  from 
early  years. 

Small-holding  Experiment 

He  was  much  attached  to  his  last  home, 
still  standing,  at  Lindfield.  He  went  there 
in  the  summer  of  1824,  when  the  fortunes 
of  the  village  were  at  a  low  ebb.  The 
Napoleonic  wars  had  reduced  the  condition 
of  the  agricultural  labourers  to  such  a  state 
that,  in  this  small  community,  ^500  a  year, 
a  lot  of  money  in  those  days,  was  being 
paid  in  poor  rates.  Allen  had  a  scheme  to 
improve  this  state  of  affairs,  and  he  chose 
this  Sussex  village  for  the  experiment  he 
wished  to  make.  This  was  a  settlement  of 
smallholders  on  five  acres  each,  and  agri- 
cultural labourers  on  plots  of  \\  acres  each, 
of  reclaimed  waste  land,  the  proceeds  from 
the  working  of  which  would  supplement 
the  wages  the  workers  received  from  their 
employers.  He  was  a  student  of  the  rota- 
tion of  crops  and  the  increase  in  production 
by  the  use  of  artificial  manures.  He  de- 
signed simple  cottages  which  were  to  stand 
on  the  small  holdings ;  they  still  stand, 
though  the  holdings  have  passed  away. 
Each  had  a  living  room,  with  fireplace  and 
oven,  and  three  bedrooms,  all  on  the 
ground  floor.  They  would  be  regarded  as 
primitive  today,  but  at  that  date  they  re- 
presented a  great  improvement  on  the 
miserable  hovels  in  which  the  poor  lived. 

An  Educationist 

It  was  at  Lindfield  that  Allen  started 
schools  as  well.  He  was  a  great  educa- 
tionist. Although  he  was  elected  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society  at  the  age  of  thirty-seven, 
he  knew  the  drawbacks  of  an  insufficient 
school  education  in  his  own  life,  and  quite 
early  in  his  career  he  interested  himself  in 


the  movement  which  afterwards  becam 
the  British  and  Foreign  Schools  Society 
At  Lindfield  he  built  schools  with  com 
modious  rooms  for  boys,  girls,  and  infants 
The  attendance  averaged  100,  and  the  sub 
jects  taught  were  "the  three  Rs,"  needle- 
work, and  other  branches  of  useful  know- 
ledge ;  undenominational  religious  teaching- 
was  given  as  well.  One  of  the  industries  he 
started  in  connexion  with  the  schools  was 
a  printing  office,  and  from  this  there  began 
to  pour  out  a  stream  of  pamphlets  and 
small  books  of  all  kinds.  In*  the  catalogue 
of  the  library  at  Friends'  House,  Euston 
Road,  London,  there  is  a  list  of  titles 
occupying  many  pages.  Not  all  are  in 
print  or,  if  they  are,  are  not  in  the  library. 
The  "Lindfield  Reporter"  was  one  of  the 
most  important  of  these  publications. 
There  are  four  volumes  of  this  in  the 
library,  representing  forty-eight  monthly 
instalments,  written  mostly,  like  the  other 
works,  by  Allen  himself.  The  most  recent 
bears  the  date  December,  1840,  three  years 
before  Allen's  death. 

A  Voluminous  Writer 

Allen  was  a  voluminous  writer.  His 
diary,  which  he  kept  up  for  a  period  of 
fifty-five  years,  bears  testimony  to  this. 
Selected  paragraphs,  filling  three  large 
volumes  and  upon  scores  of  topics,  were 
issued  as  a  "Life '"soon  after  his  death. 
Unfortunately  the  original  diary  was  de- 
stroyed when,  apparently,  it  had  served  its 
purpose ;  even  so,  sufficient  information 
was  preserved  to  show  what  an  extra- 
ordinarily full  life  he  lived,  and  what  an 
enormous  lot  of  good  work  he  accomplished 
in  it.  A  few  quotations  will  not  be  out  of 
place : — 

December  29,  1788. — Indulged  the  flesh  too 
much  this  morning,  by  lying  in  bed  till  near 
eight  o'clock. 

April  16,  1803.— A  botanical  excursion,  the 
first  this  season.  We  had  a  coach  for  the  day, 

.  .  and  I  went  to  Harrow  for  breakfast.  We 
then  set  off  on  foot  over  the  corn  fields,  which 
by  the  way  were  very  unproductive,  to  Mor- 
peth Fields  after  the  Fr Miliaria,  but  our  search 
was  in  vain ;  we,  however,  got  the  Helleborus 
viridis,  a  scarce  plant  in  these  parts,  and  the 
Ophioglossum,  also  the  Vinca  minor,  etc.  We 
dined  at  the  King's  Head,  Harrow,  and  set  off 
home  at  six. 

April  14,  1814. — Iodine.  Lecture  at  the 
Hospital  (Guy's)  No.  20 — earths.  Showed  iodine 
for  the  first  time. 

May  18,  1810.  Wheels.  Elected  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  I  must 
now  write  a  small  pamphlet,  in  a  popular  style,. 
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on  the  best  form  of  wheel  carriages  and  roads. 
It  had,  perhaps,  better  be  first  given  in  lectures 
at  the  Board. 

The  lecture  at  Guy's  Hospital  referred  to 
above  was  one  of  a  series  on  chemistry, 
physics,  etc.,  he  continued  to  give  at  the 
Hospital  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  yeays. 
In  the  bicentenary  number  of  "Guy's 
Hospital  Gazette,"  published  in  1925, 
there  is  an  appreciative  note  on  William 
Allen,  who,  it  was  stated,  was  known  as 
the  "  Spitalfields  genius."  It  was  the  early 
lectures  at  the  Hospital  which  led  to  his 
being,  asked  by  Humphry  Davy  to  give  a 
similar  series  at  the  Royal  Institution. 

At  Plough  Court 

There  is  an  interesting  account  of  life  at 
the  Old  Plough  Court  pharmacy  about 
1820,  in  the  diary  of  his  adopted  daughter, 
Christine  Majolier:  "The  part  of  the  week 
which  was  spent  at  Plough  Court  was  very 
amusing  to  me  by  its  bustle.  Many  strangers 
|came  there,  both  English  and  foreign ;  and 
I  was  delighted  to  do  little  errands  for  the 
different  committees,  such  as  fetching 
pens,  ink  or  paper  from  the  counting  house." 
"William  Allen's  life  was  one  round  of  con- 
tinuous engagements.  He  rose-  early, 
usually  at  five,  and  lighted  his  own  fire. 
jHe  usually  devoted  the  early  hours  to 
correspondence,  making  up  his  accounts 
I  at  his  private  residence  in  the  evening. 
Before  breakfast  for  some  years  his  daughter 
read  to  him  in  Latin  from  Livy ;  after 
breakfast  he  would  hear  his  sister  read 
French.  He  seemed  literally  to  have  time 
for  everything,  and  he  had  won  this  rare 
power  by  training  his  naturally  methodical 
mind  to  make  a  careful  use  of  each  moment. 
Method  was  the  corner-stone  of  his  phar- 
macy. The-  shop  account  books  are  still 
preserved,  ruled  by  hand,  each  figure  per- 
fect. Here  are  to  be  found  the  number  of 
scripts  dispensed  daily  by  each  assistant, 
and  their  value.  Little  credit  appears  to 
have  been  given.  When  it  was  given,  it 
was  a  rule  which  must  not  be  broken  that 
the  assistant  making  the  sale  should  write 
down  all  particulars  of  the  transaction 
before  he  served  the  next  customer.  There 
were  to  be  sufficient  stocks  of  packed  drugs, 
etc.,  for  at  least  one  week.  There  was  a 
special  day  for  filling  up  the  shop  bottles 
and  drawers,  and  a  checked  record  was 
kept.  Fines  were  imposed  for  breaking  the 
rules,  and  they  had  to  be  paid  by  prin- 
cipals as  well  as  assistants ;  the  money  so 
collected  was  paid  back  to  them  as  divi- 
dend. Cash  tills  were  a  long  way  below  the 
horizon,  and  each  assistant  had  his  own  till 


and  balanced  up  nightly.  There  are  head- 
ings in  the  account  books  for  "bad  coin," 
for  "leeches,"  and  for  "soda  water." 

Under  the  Counter 

The 'assistants  appear  to  have  lived  well 
and  were  looked  after  by  a  housekeeper ; 
one  of  her  duties  was  to  see  that  the  beds 
of  the  lads  in  the  warehouse  were  made  up 
daily ;  they  slept  under  the  counter  !  There 
passed  away  about  four  years  ago  an  old 
man  who  entered  the  warehouse  of  the  Old 
Plough  Court  pharmacy  as  a  boy,  in  the 
'fifties.  Although  this  was  well  after  Allen's 
time,  the  custom  persisted,  and  he  prob- 
ably enjoyed  his  sleep  under  the  counter 
as  well  as  the  assistants  in  their  "goose- 
feather  beds."  The  old  pharmacy  was 
pulled  down  in  the  'seventies!  The  building 
which  houses  the  new  pharmacy  erected  on 
the  site  is  empty  today,  because  of  enemy 
action.  In  the  cellars,  which  date  back  to 
the  old  building,  it  is  not  difficult  to  con- 
jure up  the  ghosts  of  these  old  Quakers  as 
they  went  about  their  daily  tasks  with 
such  painstaking  care.  To  William  Allen, 
Jacob  Bell,  and  many  more  like  them, 
pharmacists  today  owe  a  great  debt  which 
it  will  be  difficult  to  repay. 

A  NOTE  ON  GUTTA  PERCHA 

The  current  year  completes  a  century  of 
the  use  of  gutta  percha  in  this  country.  The 
substance  was  introduced  to  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts  in  1843  by  Dr.  William 
Montgomerie,  of  the  Indian  .Medical  Ser- 
vices, whose  intention  in  bringing  it  from 
Malaya  was  to  promote  its  use  in  the 
making  of  handles  in  surgical  instruments. 
By  i860,  imports  into  this  country  had  risen 
to  16,000  cwt.,  and  by  1883  to  66,000  cwt. 
Applications  to  which  it  was  put  included 
the  manufacture  of  bougies,  pessaries, 
stethoscopes,  canulas,  splints,  etc.,  and,  of 
course,  the  preparation  of  gutta  percha 
tissue,  liquor  guttae  perchae,  etc.  Sub- 
sequently rubber  has  replaced  gutta 
percha  in  a  number'  of  these  applications. 
The  material  is  easily  worked  but  has  the 
disadvantage  that  it  undergoes  oxidation 
with  loss  of  the  properties  that  made  it  valu- 
able. For  this  reason,  imports  suffered  a 
decline  from  the  higher  figure  given  above,  f 
Early  methods  of  collection  by  Malayan 
natives  almost  led  to  extinction  of  the  tree, 
Palaquium  gutta,  from  which  it  was  at  first 
chiefly  procured  for  export  to  Europe. 
Subsequently,  from  plantations  higher  up 
the  peninsula,  the  procedure  was  adopted 
of  using  only  the  leaves,  which  were  shipped 
for  treatment  in  Europe  as  required. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
held  on  December  14,  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen 
(president)  in  the  chair.  Other  members 
present  were  Messrs.  J.  K.  Whelehan, 
P.  C.  Cahill,  T.  C.  Scott,  J.  A.  O'Rourke, 
J.  P.  Kissane,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  W.  C. 
Cunningham,  T.  B.  O'Sullivan,  M.  Costelloe, 
and  J.  Gleeson. 

The  President  said  he  was  sorry  the 
registrar  (Mr.  J.J.  Kerr)  was  ill  and  would 
not  be  back  for  a  week  or  two;  Mr.  Kerr 
was  much  improved  that  day  and  on  the 
way  to  recovery.  He  asked  Mr.  Gleeson  to 
deputise  for  the  registrar  at  that  meeting. 
This  was  unanimously  agreed,  and  Mr. 
Gleeson  took  over  the  duties. 

British  Pharmacopoeia 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  registrar  of 
the  Medical  Registration  Council,  Dublin, 
stating  that,  by  a  resolution  passed  by 
that  Council,  the  pharmacopceial  standards 
set  forth  in  the  Sixth  Addendum  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  would  be, 
from  November  2,  1943,  until  further  notice, 
the  standards  and  methods  required  in 
Ireland,  and  that  publication  of  the  resolu- 
tion would  be  made  in  the  official  "  Gazette" 
("Iris  Oifigiuil")  on  November  9.  The 
letter  was  noted.  A  communication  from 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission, 
forwarding  a  copy  of  alterations  and 
amendments  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1932,  was  also  noted. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Swiss  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  thanking  the  Council 
for  its  telegram  of  good  wishes  sent  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Swiss  Society's  centenary, 
and  regretting  that  guests  could  not  be 
invited  from  foreign  countries. 

Students'  Representative  Council 

With  the  permission  of  the  Council,  the 
following  letter,  not  on  the  Agenda,  was 
read : — 

Sir, — We  intend  forming  a  Students'  Repre- 
sentative Council,  which  we  feel  is  a  body  that 
could  do  very  useful  work  in  pharmacy.  The 
committee  of  this  body  would  act  as  a  liaison 
between  the  students  and  your  Society.  Our 
sole  object  is  the  academic  interest  of  the 
students.  It  would  be  our  duty  to  bring  before 
the  Society,  or  subcommittees,  any  grievance, 
improvements  or  suggestions  as  regards  exam- 
inations, curriculum,  lectures,  etc.  The  Society 
have  made  vast  improvements  within  the  last 
few  years,  which  undoubtedly  have  benefited 
the  students.  We  feel  that  with  close  co-opera- 
tion of  this  body  and  the  Society  further 
improvements  could  be  made.  The  Society  will 


have  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  views  of  the 
students  on  any  changes  they  may  contemplate 
from  time  to  time.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this 
is  a  better  method  than  those  existing  at 
present,  in  which  the  Society  can  only  state 
their  own  views.  While  their  intentions  are 
good  they  are  of  necessity  handicapped  in-  not 
knowing  what  the  student  thinks.  We  aim  to 
get  every  student  in  pharmacy  into  this; 
organisation,  and  in  carrying  this  out  we  ask1 
for  your  support.  We  know  that  you  will  not 
refuse  us  this,  as  you  were  all  students  and 
realise  some  of  our  difficulties.  Our  first  diffi- 
culty is  a  financial  one,  but  we  feel  certain  with 
your  help  we  shall  overcome  that.— (Signed) 
J.  Tierney,  C.  Ward  (honorary  organisers). 

The  President  said  that  what  those 
concerned  with  this  movement  really 
wanted  was  to  feel  that  they  had  the 
support  of  the  Council  in  organising  the 
students  into  a  body.  They  would  not 
proceed  unless  they  had.  the  Council's 
backing. — Mr.  Cunningham  :  I  think  the 
Council  should  support  such  a  thing. — 
Mr.  O'Sullivan  :  The  students  might  be 
the  Council  of  tomorrow. — Mr.  Cunning- 
ham :  It  would  be  very  useful  to  have 
such  a  body  to  contact. 

Mr.  Whelehan  :  Should  we  grant  this 
body  recognition  by  formal  resolution  ? —  , 
The  President  said  that  would  be  a  good 
thing  to  do,  to  let  the  organisers  feel  that 
the  Council  were  more  than  interested  in 
getting  this  body  going.  It  would  simplify 
for  the  Council  a  lot  of  the  students' 
difficulties. — Mr.  Scott  agreed  that  it 
would  be  better  to  have  a  collective  voice 
speaking  for  the  students. 

The  President  said  they  would  only 
hear  from  the  Executive  of  this  body  when 
there  were  genuine  grievances. — Mr. 
O'Rourke  said  the  only  difficulty  was  that  ! 
this  body  was  not  yet  formed  and  the 
Council  could  not  recognise  a  body  that  j 
was  not  formed. 

Mr.  Whelehan  thought  an  expression 
of   encouragement   should   go   from   the  j 
Council,  with  a  definite  statement  that, 
when  such  a  body  was  formed,  they  were 
prepared  to  recognise  it  as  speaking  for  the  I 
students. — Mr.  Cahill  said  it  could  be 
intimated  that  if  this  body  were  formed  it  i 
could  have  the  use  of  the  Society's  premises,  j 
With  such  a  body  in  existence  all  com-  j 
plaints  should  come  through  it,  and  no 
complaints  made  by  students  through  the  1 
Registrar. — Mr.  O'Rourke:  Let  them  get  j 
formed.    Before  we  make  any  promises 
we  want  to  see  their  constitution. 

The  President  said  they  had  been 
meeting  some  of  the  committee  behind  this 
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novement  off  and  on  for  the  past  six  months, 
ind  felt  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing  for 
)harmacy  in  general  if  the  students  had  a  body 
;hat  could  be  recognised  as  a  Students'  Repre- 
.entative  Council.  They  had  an  idea  that  this 
>ody  could  deal  with  such  activities  as  the 
^ugby  and  Camogie  clubs,  but  the  students 
;hemselves  thought  it  would  be  wiser  if  they 
cept  to  the  professional  end,  which  he  felt  was 
jest  at  the  beginning.  Both  Mr.  Tierney  and 
Vlr.  Ward  had  impressed  him  very  much.  They 
vere  keen  and  put  an  amount  of  hard  work  into 
jringing  this  about.  Until  these  discussions 
;ook  place  the  students  had  no  idea  of  the 
:remendous  groundwork  covered  by  the 
Council.  He  felt  a  lot  of  good  work  had  been 
lone,  and  from  those  meetings  the  latter  had 
developed.  If  the  new  body  had  permission  to 
[ise  the  Society's  premises  it  could  meet  to 
jlect  officers;  once  they  were  elected,  the 
Council  could  deal  with  them. — Mr.  Cahill 
;hought  that  when  students  registered  they 
ihould  automatically  become  members  of  the 
itudents'  body.  That  would  have  certain 
advantages  in  the  long  run  even  before  they 
pame  to  Mount  Street. — Mr.  Gleeson  said  they 
Should  encourage  these  men.  When  the  Society 
[net  the  students  first  they  had  quite  a  number 
bf  complaints.  He  was  much  impressed  by 
them,  and  felt  there  was  a  real  need  for  a 
representative  body  such  as  that  proposed. 

Other  members  of  the  Council  having  com- 
tnented  favourably,  a  resolution  of  approval  was 
unanimously  adopted,  on  the  motion  of  the 
President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Whelehan.

agreed  not  to  issue  licences  to  any  applicant 
where  a  chemist  lived  within  a  reasonable 
distance. — The  President  said  that  Mr. 
Whelehan  had  done  very  good  work  indeed. 
It  was  a  lead  for  the  country  and  showed  what 
could  be  done  by  local  Associations  through  the 
county  managers. — Mr.  Cahill  said  they  should 
wait  until  they  saw  how  the  county  manager  in 
Westmeath  acted  in  extinguishing  licences,  and 
then  pass  on  the  information  to  other  local 
Associations. — Mr.  Kissane  mentioned  that 
as  soon  as  the  county  manager  in  Westmeath 
took  action  there  would  be  opposition.  They 
should  be  prepared  for  that. — Mr,  Whelehan  ; 
The  county  manager's  power  is  absolute. — 
Mr.  Kissane  suggested  that  every  county 
manager  be  approached  in  the  same  month. — 
The  President  said  that,  against  that,  he 
thought  they  should  get  one  or  two  county 
managers  to.  give  a  ruling  on  the  matter. 

Drug  Sales  Through  Creamery 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  co.  Waterford  mem- 
ber stating  that  proprietary  tablets  were  being 
sold  by  a  creamery  in  his  locality  to  farmers 
for  veterinary  use.  The  registrar,  it  was  men- 
tioned, had  communicated  with  the  Civic  Guard 
authorities,  who  were  taking  action  in  the 
matter. 

The  President  mentioned  that  Mr.  Fitz- 
patrick  had  asked  to  have  a  notice  of  motion 
in  his  name  regarding  the  payment  of  class  fees 
by  students  "until  the  present  congestion  has 
been  cleared  up"  withdrawn.  The  Council 
agreed  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  motion. 

The  Council  unanimously  agreed  to  the 
re-election  of  the  following  examiners  for  the 
year  ending  November  1,  1944:  Dr.  J.  Keane 
in  chemistry;  Professor  J.  Bayley-Butler  in 
botany  and  materia  medica;  Mr.  T.  J.  Burke 
in  pharmacy;  and  Dr.  M.  J.  O'Callaghan  for 
the  Registered  Druggist  examination.

for  export. 


Beveridge — In  the  Distant 
Future  ? 

Each  week  brings  further  information,  if 
no  actual  developments,  in  the  Govern- 
ment's programme  of  post-war  reconstruc- 
tion, since  our  editorial  on  the  subject 
published  in  the  issue  of  December  4 
^p.  571),  when  we  pointed  out'  that  much 
of  the  proposed  legislation  connected  with 
after-the-war  planning  might  become  im- 
practicable politics  if  it  was  not  preceded 
by  a  national  plan  to  ensure  full  economic 
employment  coupled  with  an  all-out  cam- 
paign to  recover  and  expand  our  trade  in 
overseas  markets.  In  two  recent  speeches 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  Lord  Woolton  has 
indicated  in  general  terms  the  order  of 
precedence  he  proposes  to  follow  in  putting 
into  operation  the  various  schemes,  some 
of  which  have  been  the  subject  of  reports 
presented  to  Parliament. 

After  pointing  out  that  the  Government 
"could  not  contract  outside  its  responsi- 
bilities by  appointing  Commissions,"  Lord 
Woolton  made  a  pertinent  comment  on  the 
Beveridge  Report  when  he  said  "Sir 
William  had  stated  that  the  proposals  he 
had  made  were  dependent  upon  full  employ- 
ment." Proceeding,  the  Minister  of  Recon- 


struction said,  "we  must  put  first  things 
first."  .  .  .  "It  was  right  to  say  that  full 
employment  was  the  foundation  of  social 
security.  To  ensure  work  for  the  nation 
— that  was  the  place  where  reconstruction 
started.  We  must  work  hard  to  live ;  and 
if  this  country  is  to  rebuild  its  commercial 
life  and  be  able  to  afford  to  give  social 
security  to  its  people  it  will  need  to  work 
very  hard."  ...  "It  is  not  the  Govern- 
ment's '  new  world '  we  were  going  to  build, 
it  is  the  people's  world ;  they  will  work 
for  it  and  benefit  from  it." 

Work,  Food  and  Houses 

Following  this  emphasis  on  employment 
as  the  basis  of  all  reconstruction,  Lord 
Woolton  went  on  to  say,  "first  in  point  of 
time  there  will  be  the  re-mobilisation  of 
our  civil  forces  and  the  switching  over  of 
industry  from  war  to  peace."  Plans  for 
ensuring  the  nation's  food  were  given  as  the 
next  priority  step,  to  be  followed  by  a 
settled  land  policy  and  the  building  of  many 
thousands  of  houses.  Education,  which 
was  regarded  as  the  essence  of  reconstruc- 
tion, was  next  mentioned  by  Lord  Woolton, 
and,  finally,  he  made  reference  to  the 
Government's  proposals  on  social  insurance 
and  security. 

The  Place  of  Health 

The  only  reference  to  the  Beveridge 
Report  in  Lord  Woolton 's  speech  was  that 
quoted  above.  The  subject  of  introducing 
a  nation-wide  health  service  has,  therefore, 
not  so  far  been  given  a  specific  place  on  the 
agenda  of  reconstruction.  This  should  not, 
of  course,  be  considered  to  indicate  that  the 
Government  has  "dropped"  Beveridge;  it 
simply  means,  as  Lord  Woolton  said,  "first 
things  must  come  first."  It  may,  however, 
be  read  as  suggesting  rather  lengthy  post- 
ponement, a  position  which  will,  no  doubt, 
meet  with  considerable  opposition  in 
national  political  quarters,  a  field  outside 
the  scope  of  this  journal.  We  are  concerned 
only  with  recording  the  progress  of  the 
proposal  to  introduce  a  national  health 
service.  When  the  Government  scheme 
has  been  presented  to  Parliament  we  shall, 
of  course,  take  every  step  to  assist  in 
securing  for  pharmacists  due  recognition 
of  their  qualifications  and  services  to '  the 
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nation.  The  Government  White  Paper  on 
the  Beveridge  Report  is  expected  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Parliament  some  time  in  January- 
next.  If  it  is  not  accompanied  by  a 
declaration  as  to  when  it  is  proposed  to 
implement  the  scheme  by  legislation,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  method  to  be  adopted 
will  be  indicated  in  the  White  Paper,  so 
that  pharmacists  and  all  other  interests 
concerned  will  have  ample  time  to  put  their 
house  in  order,  and  thus  be  in  a  position  to 
provide  an  efficient  service  in  due  course. 

Employment  of  the  Disabled 

If  a  Bill  at  present  before  Parliament — the 
Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Bill — 
becomes  law,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  certain 
employers  to  employ  a  quota  of  disabled 
persons,  to  appropriate  vacancies  in  certain 
employments  and  to  assist  seriously  dis- 
abled persons  to  obtain  employment,  or 
work  on  their  own  account,  under  special 
conditions.  The  Bill  sets  out  to  secure  for 
disabled  persons,  who  must  be  registered^ 
employment  under  ordinary  conditions  by 
imposing  an  obligation  upon  employers  of 
"substantial  staffs"  (defined  in  Section  g 
as  not  less  than  twenty-five  employees  or 
other  number  as  may  be  specified  by  the 
Minister)  to  employ  a  quota  of  such  persons. 
The  quota  obligation  will  be  enforced  by 
prohibiting  an  employer  who  has  less  than 
his  quota  from  filling  a  vacancy  by  engag- 
ing a  person  who  is  not  registered,  and  from 
discharging,  without  reasonable  cause,  an 
employee  who  is  so  registered.  The  position 
of  persons  with  statutory  or  other  re- 
instatement rights  is  safeguarded.  The 
method  of  determining  the  employer's 
quota  of  disabled  persons  will  be  by  means 
of  a  standard  percentage  or  special  per- 
centage, the  latter  greater  or  smaller  than 
the  former,  according  to  the  suitability  or 
otherwise  of  the  trade  concerned.  Non- 
registered  persons  may  be  engaged  to  fill 
vacancies  for  which  registered  persons  are 
not  available,  but  only  if  a  permit  is  ob- 
tained. The  Bill  provides  for  the  designa- 
tion of  certain  classes  of  employment  for 
the  purpose  of  appropriating  them,  as 
vacancies  occur,  for  registered  disabled  per- 
sons, and  in  this  instance  no  quotas  are 
applicable.    Clause  14  of  the  Bill  requires 


employers,  under  regulations  to  be  made 
by  the  Minister,  to  keep  such  records  as 
may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Bill.  It  is  proposed  to  appoint  a  National 
Advisory  Council  and  District  Advisory 
Committees  to  advise  and  assist  the  Minister 
on  matters  arising  out  of  the  operation  of 
the  Bill.  The  provisions  of  the  Bill  do  not 
extend  to  Northern  Ireland. 

In  and  Out  the  Coal  Hole

"It  isn't  quite  like  that,"  said  the 
Duchess.  "There  are  enough  transport 
workers,  really,  but  they  are  away  ill." 

"If  they're  ill,  they'll  want  medicines," 
said  Alice.  "I  suppose  there's  no  shortage 
of  those." 

"No — o,  especially  since  they  have  re- 
leased extra  sugar  for  making  them,"  said 
the  Duchess.  "But  I  expect  the  men  will 
have  to  wait  for  their  medicines." 

"Why?"  asked  Alice. 

"Well,  you  see,  there  aren't  enough 
pharmacists  left  in  the  pharmacies  since 
they  took  so  many  for  the  mines  .  .  .  and 
the  Army." 

"And  the  Army?"  echoed  Alice.  "Then 
at  least  the  boys  at  the  Front  will  be  able . 
to  get  their  medicines  all  right." 

"Silly!"  said  the  Duchess.  "When 
they're  in  the  Army  they're  soldiers,  not 
pharmacists." 

"Then  who  does  make  up  the  medicines 
for  the  soldiers?"  pursued  Alice. 

"Oh,  I  don't  know,"  said  the  Duchess. 
"Anybody.   Miners,  perhaps." 

"It's  all  very  queer,"  said  Alice. 
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SCOTTISH  PANEL  CHEMISTS 


A.  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel 
Chemists  (Scotland)  was  held  in  Edinburgh 
on  December  8,  Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett  in 
the  chair.  The  Chairman  intimated  with 
personal  grief  and  great  regret  the  passing 
of  Mr.  John  B.  McVitae,  Glasgow,  on 
November  19.  He  said  he  had  worked  with 
Mr.  McVitae  since  the  inception  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Act,  and  knew 
him  as  one  of  the  truest  servants  that  had 
ever  worked  for  pharmacy. 

Vacancies 

A  letter  of  congratulation  had  been  sent 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
to  Mr.  Ritchie  on  his  having  been  appointed 
provost  of  Montrose — and  a  reply  had  been 
received.  Several  vacancies  on  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland) 
would  require  to  be  filled.  A  policy  for  the 
future  had  to  be  considered,  said  the  chair- 
man, and  the  future  belonged  to  the  younger 
men.  He  hoped  they  could  persuade  younger 
men  with  interest  and  intellect  to  come 
forward  and  help.  After  discussion,  it  was 
agreed  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
General  Council  early  in  1944  for  the  main 
purpose  of  electing  members  to  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Financial  Matters 

The  financial  statement,  duly  audited  and 
showing  a  favourable  balance,  was  sub- 
mitted and  approved.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  to  Mr.  Innes  for  his  work  in  auditing 
the  accounts. 

The  Chairman  said  he  understood  the 
Motherwell  Club  scheme  was  progressing 
satisfactorily,  and  asked  Mr.  Clark  (secre- 
tary, Lanarkshire  Chemists'  Central  Com- 
mittee) to  report.  *Mr.  Clark  explained 
that  he  had  represented  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Lanarkshire  Medical  Practitioners' 
Union  that  after  October  1,  1943.  no  dis- 


pensing would  be  undertaken  by  Lanark- 
shire pharmacists  below  N.H.I,  terms. 
While  on  his  feet  he  would  like  to  say,  he 
had  compiled  a  report  of  the  Committee's 
activities.  They  had  started  to  plan  for 
post-war  pharmacy  and  had  arranged  with 
Professor  Todd  (Royal  Technical  College, 
Glasgow)  to  hold  a  "refresher"  course. 

It  was  agreed  to  continue  in  1944  under 
the  present  terms,  though  it  was  hoped  a 
new  Drug  Tariff  would  be  issued.  Mr.  John 
Weir,  Clydebank,  was  asked  to  take  the 
place  of  the  late  Mr.  McVitae  in  compiling 
the  monthly  revision  of  Drug  Tariff  prices. 
The  name  of  Mr.  John  Weir  was  also  put 
forward  for  the  consideration  of  the  Drug 
Accounts  Committee  in  connexion  with  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  McVitae. 

National  Medical  Service 

The  Chairman  explained  that  they  were 
awaiting  a  Government  White  Paper,  which 
would  have  to  be  considered  before  any 
decision  as  to  action  taken  could  be  come 
to.  Meantime  there  was  a  Joint  Service 
Committee,  consisting  of  six  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  six 
members  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  and  two  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland). 
They  had  met  the  then  Minister  of  Health, 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Standing 
Committee  had  lodged  a  claim  for  a  separ- 
ate Commission  for  Scotland ;  this  was 
favourably  received.  It  was  hoped  to  hold 
an  early  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

The  question  of  making  some  contribution 
to  the  War-aid  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  again  brought  up.  After  dis- 
cussion it  was  agreed  to  obtain  a  mandate 
•from  every  Scottish  Panel  chemist  author- 
ising a  deduction  from  the  income  of  the 
expenses  fund  of  the  General  Council  for 
the  provision  of  a  donation  to  the  Fund.

I  instanced  the  case  of  a 
pharmacist  undergoing  the  unique  trans- 
formation resulting  in  his  becoming  a  "  mess- 
room  orderly,"  while  other  well-trained  and 
experienced  men  were  weighing  cases  for 
transport,  and  so  on,  "conversing  with  the 
void  heaven  in  the  most  pleasant  fashion." 
Like  Matthew  Arnold  I,  too,  was  attempting 
to  make  this  Philistine  "staunchly  act  with 
imperfect  knowledge,  to  obtain  some  sounder 
basis  of  knowledge  on  which  to  act." 

Sunshine  from  Cucumbers 

The  heavens  did  not  thunder,  but  a  por- 
tent of  things  to  come  was  manifested  when 
the  reply  com- 
menced with  "  Er 
—this  business  of 
the  pharm  —  er 
chemist's-shop 
fella.  .  .  .

must  have  had  a  comparatively  easy  time 
of  it.  This  was  my  first  thought  on  reading 
of  the  Society's  quixotic  attempt  to  procure 
commissioned  rank  for  pharmacists  in  what 
is,  after  all,  a  medical  corps.  Pharmacy, 
vis-a-vis  medicine,  has  for  too  long  emulated 
the  courtiers  of  Luggnagg  (who,  it  may  be 
recalled,  approached  their  king  crawling 
upon  their  stomachs  and  licking  the  dust  of 
the  floor)  when 
actually  pharm- 
acists can  say 
with  pride  that 
they  practised  an 
honoured  craft 
when  the  "  surg- 
eons" were  cry- 
ing out  "Next, 
please!"  The 
worst  features  of 
the  status  ceded 
to  the  "dispens- 
er "  by  the 
wretched  Boards 
of  Guardians  of  earlier  days  are  still  present 
in  the  Forces.  On  the  other  hand,  almost 
every  technical  regiment,  particularly  in  the 
Territorial  Army,  was  formed  by  the  enthu- 
siasm and  energy  of  a  few  specialists  who 
wished  to  serve  to  the  fullest  capacity  during 
times  of  national  emergency.  Spectemur 
agendo  is  no  idle  verdict,  and  in  this  re- 
spect pharmacy  has  committed  many  sins 
of  omission. 

Too  Little  and  Too  Late 

After. Munich,  when  "peace  in  our  time" 
was  coupled  with  a  feverish  appeal  for 
national  service,  an  opportunity  was  both, 
created  for  and  missed  by  pharmacy.  The 
many    civil    defence    organisations,  then 
formed  gave  the  Society  an  opportunity  of 
creating,  or  sponsoring,  or  encouraging,  a 
civilian  pharmaceutical  corps.

It  is  an 
conoclastic  but  accurate  observation  that 
pharmacy,  like  optics,  is  a  side-line  pro- 
fession. 

Pharmacy's  Own  "  Blimp  " 

As  an  opposite  number,  therefore,  to 
Colonel  Blimp,  there  exists  Mr.  A.  Blimp, 
M.P.S.,  who  cannot  understand  the  futility 
of  demanding  commissioned  rank  in  a  medi- 
cal corps ;  who  cannot  appreciate  the  pain- 
ful fact  that  the  opinion  which  most  medical 
practitioners  have  of  pharmacists  is  first 
obtained  in  hospital,  and  is  not  enhanced  by 
contact  with  "pharmacists  in  private  prac- 
tice," as  our  indefatigable  deputy-secretary 
describes  retailers ;  who,  as  the  medical 
superintendent  of  a  large  hospital  said  to 
me,  "do  the  daftest  things  on  earth  and 
trust  to  luck  to  get  away  with  them." 
What  is  wanted,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 


war  effort,  is  an  Army  Pharmaceutical  Corps 
with  commissioned  rank  for  those  who,  as 
in  any  other  branch  of  His  Majesty's  Forces, 
show  some  aptitude  for  the  responsibility 
which  is  involved.  With  the  obvious  neces- 
sity after  the  war  for  some  form  of  national 
service  to  continue,  pharmacists  must  now 
decide  what  theirs  is  to  be,  and  the  confi- 
dence which  the  public  have  in  them  for 
extra-pharmaceutical  activities  demands 
that  they  take  the  necessary  training  to 
make  themselves  what  they  seem. 

Profiting  by  Experience 

This  is  not  necessarily  a  plea  in  favour 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Corps  already  formed 
and  itself  so  long  overdue,  although  the 
writer  is  satisfied  that  the  training  which 
the  Corps  provides  has  fully  justified  the 
confidence  which  a  large  number  of  phar- 
macists showed  in  its  formation.  It  is 
claimed  that  members  of  the  Corps  are  now 
better  able  to  make  the  sort  of  contribution 
towards  the  war  effort  which  the  public 
expect,  and  that  they  are  better  pharmacists 
in  consequence.  The  rebuff  which  the 
Society  received  from  the  Army  Council 
was  not  unexpected,  since  the  approach 
was  wrong.  I  learned  that  myself  last  year. 

Appeal  to  be  Renewed 

It  is  refreshing  to  know  that  the  period  of 
masterly  inactivity'  shows  signs  of  coming 
to  an  end.  Pharmacists  can  speed  their 
recognition  by  deserting  the  "Blimps" 
within  their  ranks 
and  forsaking 
without  regret 
the  "Fraternity 
of  Public  Door- 
mats .'  '  The 
Corps'  own 
appeal  to  author- 
ity is  once  more 
being  made,  pro- 
fiting by  the 
lesson  which 
Colonel  Blimp 
read  to  the  pres- 
ent writer.  As  the  matter  is,  as  it  were,  sub 
judice  at  present,  there,  for  the  present, 
it  must  remain.

The  Fraternity  of  Public 
Doormats. 
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KENYA  POISONS  REGULATIONS 


A  comprehensive  series  of  rules  made 
under  the  Kenya  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Ordinance  of  1942  is  now  in  force  and 
should  go  far  to  ensure  public  safety  in 
the  use  of  such  items,  as  under  the  Regula- 
tions "dangerous"  drugs  and  poisons  may 
no  longer  be  sold  in  this  Colony  by  un- 
qualified persons.  The  Poisons  Regulations 
have  been  in  force  since  September  1  ;  they 
cover  the  importation,  supply  and  sale, 
manner  of  labelling  and  packing  of  such 
products  and  also  the  safe  custody  of  a 
long  list  of  dangerous  drugs  and  poisons. 

Substances  Scheduled 

These  are  listed  in  a  series  of  schedules 
attached  to  the  new  ordinance.  The  law 
covering  the  sale  of  such  drugs  and 
poisons  previously  in  force  dated  back 
to  1910  and  in  most  respects  was  outmoded. 
The  new  Regulations  have  the  merit  of 
bringing  Kenya  legislation  into  line  with 
that  current  in  Great  Britain  and  other 
parts  of  the  world,  including  the  adjoining 
African  territories.  They  are  largely  the 
result  of  several  years  of  work  by  the  local 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Board,  which 
includes  the  directors  of  the  medical  and 
veterinary  services,  European  and  Indian 


medical  practitioners  in  private  practice^ 
and  qualified  pharmacists.  They  have  beeri 
brought'  into  being  primarily  to  protect' 
the  public  by  putting  into  the  hands  of 
properly  qualified  persons  the  sale  anrj 
distribution  of  many  drugs,  which,  although 
not  always  poisonous,  could  be  highly 
dangerous  when  taken  without  medical 
advice  and  supervision.  In  the  past  manyl 
types  of  business  in  the  Kenya  Colony 
have  dabbled  in  •  the  sale  of  drugs  and 
poisons,  particularly  proprietary  prepara- 
tions containing  poisons,  as  sidelines.  Fob 
a  long  time  pharmacists  have  condemned1; 
this  practice.  Now  the  items  contained  in! 
the  schedules  may  be  purchased  only  from' 
a  qualified  pharmacist  and  often  only  by 
means  of  a  prescription  from  a  medical 
practitioner.  The  application  of  the  new- 
rules  have  entailed  the  reorganisation  of  the 
storage  methods  used  in  a  number  of  phar- 
macy establishments,  as  in  many  cases' 
certain  drugs  and  poisons  now  have  to  be 
locked  up.  Other  types  of  business  which 
are  no  longer  permitted  to  deal  in  such 
lines  have  been  forced  to  dispose  of  their 
stocks.  The  new  laws  in  force  in  Kenya 
generally  follow  those  in  effect  in  Great 
Britain,  with  appropriate  modifications. 


ONE-MAN  "BRAINS  TRUST"  AT  LEEDS 


Mr.  H.  C.  Shaw  (treasurer,  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  who  visited  Leeds  Branch  re- 
cently, asked  his  hearers,  after  a  short 
introductory  talk  on  current  events  and 
probable  trends,  during  which  he  outlined 
and  defended  the  Council's  policy,  to  ply 
him  with  questions.  He  informed  Mr. 
Rymer,  Wakefield,  that  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  being  a  revenue-pro- 
ducing organisation,  was  in  a '  different 
category  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  a  Chartered  and  Statutory  body ;  the 
Society  could  and  would  do  more  for 
pharmacy  than  any  sectional  body  was 
able  to  do.  Mr.  M.  Jackson  was  promised 
that  the  Society's  branches  would  be  given 
ample  time  to  discuss  the  increased  fees, 
and  the  speaker  argued,  to  the  amusement- 
of  the  meeting,  that  the  increase  was  really 
only  3s.  and  not  8s.  6d.,  his  ground  for  this 
being  what  he  termed  the  "parallel  increase 
in  income  tax  saved"  on  the  fee.  Mr. 
Beevers,  Wakefield,  was  told  that  dispensing 
by  others  than  chemists  was  a  suitable 
topic  for  the  next  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting.   Mr.  T.  Heseltine  contended  that 


the  Society  should  insist  on  qualified  men 
required  in  hospitals,  etc.,  receiving  a  salary 
of  not  less  than  £500 ;  he  failed  to  see  how 
they  could  have  any  status  among  hospital 
staffs  on  salaries  of  ^250  upwards,  such  as 
were  advertised.  Mr.  Shaw  answered 
another  questioner  that  the  code  of  ethics 
would  take  care  of  the  advertising  of  dis- 
pensing at  "reduced"  prices.  Mr.  G.  C. 
Crummack  (branch  secretary)  put  five 
questions,  as  follows :  Is  the  filling  of  a 
vacancy  on  the  Council  by  co-option  a 
democratic  method? — Not  of  itself,  but 
the  people  who  do  the  filling  are  democrati- 
cally elected.  Is  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  a  "learned  society,"  and  if  not,' 
would  it  be  better  for  pharmacy  if  it  were  ?' 
— "No"  to  both  sections  of  the  question. 
Would  it  be  wise  for  the  Society  to  consult 
its  branches  on  matters  of  interest  to  a 
particular  branch— for  instance,  Benevolent 
Fund  grants;  administration  of  war-aid 
funds ;  appointment  of  invigilators  fofj 
examinations? — Mr.  Shaw  said  he  knew 
nothing  of  the  appointment  of  invigilators ; 
on  the  other  points  he  considered  the  less 
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ocal  publicity  given  to  cases  the  better,

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Microscopy  of  Mepacrine. — The  optical- 
crystallographic  properties  of  mepacrine 
and  mepacrine  dihydrochloride  have  been 
investigated  by  Keenan  ("Journal  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association," 
XXXII.  9.  248),  who  has  also  described  a 
technique  for  crystallising  the  salt  in  a  form 
suitable  for  microscopical  study.  He  notes 
that  both  the  bases  of  the  salt  gave  a  bril- 
liant red  colour  when  the  undissolved 
material  was  warmed  in  drops  of  millon 
reagent. 

An  American  Ergot. — In  view  of  diffi- 
culties in  the  world  supply  position  of 
ergot,  Stuhr,  Cristensen  and  Wong  ("Jour- 
nal of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,"  XXXII.  9.  241)  investigated 
Claviceps  purpurea  infestations  on  wild  rye 
grass  in  Oregon.  They  suggest  that  an 
abundant  potential  source  of  supply  is 
there  available.  The  ergot  was  collected 
and  hand-picked  during  the  summer  of 
1 94 1 ;  under  test  it  gave  characteristic 
physiological  reactions,  and  the  liquid 
extract  had  "a  pronounced  potency,"

COMMERCIAL  NOTES

Spanish  Olive  Oil. — Spanish  olive  oil 
production  from  the  1942-43  harvest  is 
unofficially  estimated  at  200,000  tons. 

Sierra  Leone  Ginger  Exports. — Exports 
of  ginger  from  Sierra  Leone  amounted  to 
496,518  lb.  during  June  1943.  The  United 
Kingdom  was  the  sole  importer. 

Pyrethrum  in  Chile. — It  is  reported  that 
the  United  States  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  has  purchased  the  entire 
output  of  pyrethrum  in  Chile.  The  1943-44 
harvest  may  yield  about  200,000  kilos. 

Jamaican  Essential  Oils. — The  value  of 
essential  oil  exports  from  Jamaica  during 
the  first  half  of  1943  is  reported  to  have 
declined  by  about  80  per  cent.,  compared 
with  the  figure  for  corresponding  period 
of  the  previous  year. 

Nutmeg  Exports. — Exports  of  nutmegs 
from  Grenada,  British  West  Indies,  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1943,  amounted  to 
approximately  10,230  cwt.,  compared  with 
14,462  cwt.  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
the  previous  year. 

Bulgarian  Medicinal  Plants. — It  is  reported 
that  Bulgaria  and  Germany  have  agreed  to 
trade  Bulgarian  medicinal  plants  for  German 
medicinal  products.  It  is  stated  that  Bul- 
garia exported  6,928  tons  of  medicinal 
plants  during  1942,  mostly  to  Germany. 

Hypodermic    Syringes    for  Australia. 

Permits  to  import  the  undermentioned 
types  of  hypodermic  syringes  into  Australia 
are  issued  freely  on  application  :  Kaufmann 
(for  blood  transfusion  work) ;  all-glass 
insulin,  forming  parts  of  diabetic  sets; 
and  haemorrhoidal. 

Canadian  Honey  Crop. — It  is  reported 
that  the  1943  Canadian  honey  crop  will 
amount  to  32,500,000  lb.,  and  is  one  of  the 
best  on  record.  It  exceeds  the  1942  crop 
of  24,010,000  lb.  by  8,040,0001b.,  or  35  per 
cent.,  and  the  ten-year  (1932-41)  average 
production  of  27,300,000  lb.  by  19  per  cent. 

Ipecacuanha  Allocated  in  United  States. 

Ipecacuanha  and  emetine  are  now  con- 
trolled in  the  United  States  by  the  War 
Production  Board.  Under  Allocation  Order 
M. — 350,  effective  on  November  1,  no 
ipecacuanha  or  emetine  can  be  delivered 
or  used  without  authority  or  in  exempted 
quantities. 

Pyrethrum  in  Portugal. — It  is  understood 
that  efforts  are  being  made  to  stimulate 
cultivation    of    pyrethrum    in  Portugal, 


Plantings  have  been  made  near  Elvas, 
central  Portugal,  and  local  farmers  are 
being  urged  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  plant's  properties  as  insecticide  and 
mosquito  repellent. 

Dutch-Belgian  Currency  Agreement. — An] 

agreement  between  the  Governments  of 
Holland  and  Belgium,  signed  on  October  2 if • 
provides  for  a  fixed  exchange  rate  between 
the  florin  and  the  belga  and  for  making 
available  the  currency  necessary  for  their 
mutual  trade.  Luxemburg,  which  is  bound 
to  Belgium  by  the  Customs  union  of  192 if 
is  associated  with  the  agreement.  The  rate; 
agreed  on  is  that  which  prevailed  before 
the  war. 

Ceylon    Foreign    Trade    in    1942. — The 

"Ceylon  Trade  Journal"  gives  the  exports 
of  areca  nuts  in  1942  as  the  highest  regis- 
tered since  1918.  The  price  realised  was 
the  highest  on  record.  Shipments  of 
cinnamon  quills  fell  slightly  below  the| 
1941  level,  but  the  return  was  the  highest' 
since  191 8.  Both  exports  and  prices  of 
cinnammon  chips  were  the  highest  on 
record.  Exports  of  cardamoms  were  main- 
tained, although  the  crop  was  affected 
somewhat  by  unfavourable  weather  con-j 
ditions.  The  price  realised  was  the  highest 
since  1925.  Record  shipments  of  citronella 
oil  were  made,  but  exports  of  cinnamon  oil 
declined.  Papain  exports  fell  below  the 
peak  figure  of  1941,  but  were  nevertheless 
above  pre-war  shipments. 

MEXICAN  VANILLA  BEANS 

The  1943  vanilla  bean  crop  in  Mexico  is 
estimated  at  about  200,000  lb.  of  cured 
beans  (according  to  "Foreign  Commerce 
Weekly,"  published  by  the  United  States^ 
Department  of  Commerce).  The  producing 
capacity  of  the  vanilla  district  in  Mexico 
is  reported  to  be  much  above  the  prospective 
harvest.  Unfavourable  weather  in  the  past 
three  years  has  been  the  cause  of  small 
crops.  Mexican  vanilla  producers  expected 
a  decline  in  1940,  but  a  favourable  growing  - 
season  and  forcing  of  the  vines  resulted  in 
a  crop  of  465,325  lb.  The  forcing  in  1940, 
together  with  adverse  weather  in  1941, 
resulted  in  production  of  only  116,7841b. 
in  that  year.  The  1942  crop  was  estimated 
at  170,4851b.  Because  of  extremely  dry 
conditions  this  year  vanilla  beans  were 
expected  to  ripen  almost  a  month  earlier 
than  during  normal  years.  Practically  the 
entire  crop  of  vanilla  beans  is  exported.

Business  this  week  in 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  has  again 
Deen  subdued,  with  no  change  of  import- 
nce  to  record  in  values.  It  is  understood 
hat .  the  position  with  regard  to  Phenol 
hows  a  considerable  change,  this  com- 
modity having  now  become  more  freely 
available  to  consumers  after  a  lengthy 
aeriod  of  diminished  supplies.  No  imme- 
diate effect,  however,  can  be  expected  in 
he  supply  position  of  such  items  as 
Salicylates,  mainly  on  account  of  the 
continued  tightness  of  other  intermediate 
Droducts.

.eaves.  Approved  buyers  can  still  obtain 
imall  supplies  of  Camphor.  Cardamoms 
ire  neglected,  and  no  quotable  price 
changes  are  noted.  No  change  has  occurred 
n  the  position  of  Cascara  sagrada,  as 
previously  outlined.  Mombasa  Chillies 
may  still  be  had  on  spot,  but  no  other 
varieties  are  available.  Cloves  are  steady. 
Ergot  continues  firm  at  the  prices  men- 
tioned last  week.  Gum  acacia  is  inactive. 
No  Brazilian  Jalap  appears  to  be  left  in 
first  hands,  and  no  further  import  licences 
are  being  granted.

Penicillin  and  Waste  Paper. — Large  quan- 
tities of  waste  paper  are  used  in  the  produc- 
tion of  penicillin.  It  is  essential  that  there 
should  be  no  loss  of  heat  from  the  labora- 
tories during  the  period  when  the  mould  is 
forming.  The  new  laboratories  constructed 
for  the  manufacture  of  penicillin  are  all 
lined  with  insulating  board  made  from 
waste  paper.  More  waste  paper :  more 
penicillin. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 

Nail  Varnish, — G.  B. — Nail  varnishes  con- 
taining solvents  such  as  amyl  acetate, 
acetone,  etc.,  and  hair  preparations  made 
from  petroleum  products,  may  not  be  sold 
after  December  31. 

Isopropyl  Alcohol.— if.  E.  W. — A  half- 
yearly  return  of  purchases  and  uses  of 
isopropyl  alcohol  is  necessary  under  the 
Regulations,  but  it  is  understood  that  the 
Customs  and  Excise  authorities  have  been 
inclined  to  waive  the  requirements  for  small 
users  since  the  outbreak  of  war.  Your  best 
course  would  be  to  inquire  of  the  local 
office  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  what 
formalities  they  require  to  be  observed. 

Food  Standards.— C.  C.  H. — The  Food 
and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  does  not 
prescribe  standards  for  individual  foodstuffs. 
So  far  as  the  products  you  mention  are 
concerned,  these  would  all  be  classed  as 
foods ;  as  such  they  would  require  to  be 
genuine  and  properly  described  on  the  label. 
Under  the  Defence  (Sale  of  Food)  Regula- 
tions, the  display  of  a  label  which  falsely 
describes  any  food  offered  for  sale  is  an 
offence. 

Waterproofing  Cloth. — W.  A.  M. — It  is 

possible  to  waterproof  cloth  by  immersing 
it,  first  in  a  solution  prepared  by  dissolving 
3  oz.  of  alum  in  half  a  gallon  of  water,  and 
next  in  a  solution  containing  4  oz.  lead 
acetate  in  half  a  gallon  of  water.  When  dry, 
the  white  powder  is  removed  by  brushing. 
Another  method  is  to  apply  to  the  cloth  on 
the  wrong  side  a  solution  of  isinglass,  alum 
and  soap  dissolved  in  water,  forming  an 
emulsion  of  a  milky  thickness.  This  is 
applied  by  means  of  a  brush  and  well  rubbed 
in.  When  dry,  the  garment  is  brushed  on 
the  wrong  side  against  the  grain,  next  with 
a  brush  dipped  in  water,  and  finally  brushed 
smooth  with  a  dry  brush.  A  third  method 
is  to  use  2  oz.  soft  soap,  4  oz.  glue  and  one 
gall,  water.  The  glue  is  softened  in  cold 
water  and,  together  with  the  soap,  dissolved 
in  the  water  by  aid  of  heat  and  agita- 
tion. The  cloth  is  filled  with  this  solution 
by  boiling  it  in  the  liquid  for  several  hours, 
the  time  depending  upon  the  kind  of  fibre 
and  thickness  of  the  cloth.  When  properly 
saturated  the  excess  of  liquid  is  wrung  out, 
the  cloth  is  exposed  to  the  air  until  nearly 
dry,  then  digested  for  five  to  twelve  hours 
in  the  following  solutions  : — ■

It  is  finally  wrung  out,  rinsed  in  clean  water 
and  dried  at  a  temperature  of  about  8o°  F.
